In response to the Communication concerning the Response to the Restriction 
Requirement dated January 1 7, 2008, the applicants make the following change in the 
election of species: 



• The therapeutic class of compounds HMG-CoA Reductase inhibitors, and the specific 
compound atorvastatin, are elected as a species for Claim 30, which is directed to 
compositions comprising a compound of Claim 1 and one or more other active 
ingredients. The previous election of dipeptidyl peptidase-4 inhibitors is withdrawn. 
Claim 30 reads on the newly elected species. The election made above is supported in 
the application at page 22, lines 8-9. 
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This is believed to be a full and complete response to the communication and 
the original Restriction Requirement. It is respectfully requested that the generic claims 
be rejoined once the species claims are determined to be allowable. If the examiner has 
any further questions regarding the Restriction Requirement, he is invited to telephone the 
undersigned attorney. 
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
